SUBJECT: BBC PRESSES STRAW TO ASK MORE OF U.S. ON 
RENDITIONS (ARAR CASE)

1. (U) On March 31, as the Secretary visited North West 
England as the guest of Foreign Secretary Jack Straw, the BBC 
ran an interview with its security correspondent Gordon 
Corera about renditions and the use of British airspace. The 
interview focused on the case of Maher Arar, now in Canada, 
and his allegation that he had been arrested at JFK, sent to 
Rome, transported to Syria and tortured. Corera also 
interviewed a Chris Yates (nfi) who said the plane on which 
Arar was transported was a Gulf stream G3, with a limited 
flight capacity such that the plane would have to have passed 
over UK airspace in its transit to Rome. Corera said a 
request had been made of the British Foreign Office about 
HMG 1 s knowledge of the Arar case and that the reply had been 
that there were no files on this case. He suggested that HMG 
was engaged in a policy of deniability and that it was 
obliged to ask more of the U.S. about the use of UK airspace. 

The December remarks by the Secretary that "torture and 
conspiracy to commit torture are crimes under U.S. law" were 
repeated in the interview. The piece concluded with the 
suggestion that Straw seek more information about the use of 
UK airspace for renditions and on the Arar case specifically. 

2. (C) Comment: This interview marked the return of the 
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issue of rendition as a high-level issue in the press, 
renditions having been bumped off the public screen ur>on 
release of the UN report on Guantanamo . 
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
